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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 02/02/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues features, such as "retrieving from a database a list comprising a 
plurality of contaminated numbers included in the received block of received numbers 
and retrieving from a database a location routing number of a switch associated with the 
plurality of uncontaminated numbers included in the received block of numbers." 
Applicant further argues that "portable" numbers disclosed in Williams et a! are not the 
same as "contaminated" numbers recited in claim 1. These limitations, however, are 
found in Williams et al (US 6.097.801 ). 

3. In regards to claim 1 , Applicant argues that Williams et al do not disclose or 
suggest retrieving from a database a list comprising a plurality of contaminated numbers 
included in the received block of received numbers and retrieving from a database a 
location routing number of a switch associated with the plurality of uncontaminated 
numbers included in the received block of numbers. Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with this argument. Williams et al do disclose and suggest retrieving from a database 
(database 34) a list comprising a plurality of contaminated numbers (non-portable) 
included in the received block of received numbers and retrieving from a database 
(database 34) a location routing number of a switch (switch 30 and switch 47) 
associated with the plurality of uncontaminated numbers (portable) included in the 
received block of numbers (col. 9 lines 1 1-30 and col. 10 lines 2-16). Applicant further 
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argues that "portable" numbers disclosed in Williams et al are not the same as 
"contaminated" numbers recited in claim 1 . However, according to Williams et al. a 
"non-portable number" is considered as being the same as Applicant's "contaminated" 
number, in that, Williams et al disclose a "non-portable number" as being a number that 
is not available for use by a service provider (col. 9 lines 1 1-30). 
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
